He told me the story of Booth’s 
capture not long ago. 
Said he, “Twenty-one years ago! It 
does not seem as many days. 
The 
scenes of that time are photographed 
on my memory. 
I was sitting in 
Lafayette Park talking with a brother 
officer. 
It was my day off, and I was 
rejoicing my soul in the bright rays of 
the spring sun. 
The trees had begun 
to leaf. 
The first flowers were out in 
the park, and the grass was of its 
greenest, 
My friend and myself were 
talking to a couple of ladies, when an 
orderly came up and gave me a mes­ 
sage. 
It was to report to Col. Baker 
immediately. 
When I reached Col. 
Baker's headq uarters I was directed to 
take twenty-live men and proceed on 
the track of Booth to Fredericksburg. 
A very short time after this I had my 
detail at the Sixth street wharf at I 
Washington; there I found a steamboat, 
the John S. Ide, ready to carry us to 
Belle Plaine. 
Here we left the boat, 
nnd binding our horses, we struck across 
to the Rappahannock at Port Conway. 
At the houso by the port we q uestioned 
the people, nnd finally got them to 
admit that the men we were in search 
of iiiul passed onward. 
They had been 
met there by three of Mosby’s men, 
Brainbridge, 
Buggies, and Jett, and 
had 1.0110 with them on to Garrett's and 
Bowling 
Green. 
The keeper of the 
house told us that he was accustomed 
to guide people to Bowling Green, but 
that Jett was in love with the daughter 
of a tavern keeper there, and he offered 
to guide them, as lie was going that way. 
Harold was a friend ot Jett's and he 
told the men that Booth had killed the 
President and wanted to get on South. 
In a short time Booth came up on his 
crutch. 
It seems that he had not been 
with Harold at this time, and 
lie 
acknowledged to these men of Mosby’s 
that he was the President's assassin. 
The party then went on towards Bow­ 
ling-Green. 
“Between Port Conway and Bowling 
< i roen lies the Garrett farm. 
Its build- 
in g-< were not far from the road, con­ 
sisting of an old frame house with a 
barn and out-buildings. 
When the 
parly reached this house Booth stopped 
here, and was allowed to remain over 
night, while Harold continued on to 
Bowling Green with the rest of the 
party.

Polar Dears Ran tin g S eals. 
The polar bear has q uite a varied 
diet, depending on the season and his 
whereabouts. 
If near a country whero 
waters abound in seal this is his main 
sustenance, aud the cleverness he dis­ 
plays in catching them is wonderful; for 
the Esq uimaux considers tho seal the 
wariest nnd slyest game in his country, 
and especially in the summer time when 
tho polar bear secures the most.

Should it look

w h e n lie once more commences “hitch­ 
ing” forward. 
By this series of very 
slow and laborious creepings he manages 
to get within ten or twenty feet of his 
victim, when, watching his best oppor­ 
tunity when tho seal is in the midst of 
one of his short slumbers, he makes a 
q uick rush, striking it over the head 
with his paw, and grasping it by the 
neck with his teeth. 
A single miscal­ 
culation in this scheme and the seal ¡3 
below the ice through his hole, dashing 
a mass of spray in Mr. Bru n’s face 
with his pliant tail. 
Should tho seal 
have crawled up on the edge of an ice 
fioo from the water and attempt to 
escape thereto, the bear being close 
iippn him, the latter will not hesitato— 
so the Esq uimaux say—to dive after the 
seal, and, although in the water the 
seal is his superior in activity, occasion­ 
ally the bear is rewarded with his prey 
by a lucky snap of his paws. 
The po­ 
lar bear is credited with killing walrus, 
but I think he never attacks any but 
the smaller ones in a fair combat, so 
much larger is the walrus than his 
bearship. 
The Esq imaux claim—and I 
think their story is true—that the polar 
b?ar has been known to take a stone or 
huge piece of ice in his forepaws, and, 
from a favorable attitude—the side of 
an iceberg or the top of a cliff—hurl 
this missile with such certainty as to 
alight on a walrus’ head, aud so'stun it 
that it s capture becomes easy after­ 
wards.

them from ex pressing their opinions and 
m aintaining their rights. 
The police are be­ 
coming weary of the constant strain and 
harassment to which they 
are subjected 
and are in no mood to temporize with 
the crowd, which although they have found 
com paratively easy to hold in subjection 
thus far they are stiil doubtful of being able 
to control alone should the mob find compe­ 
tent and determined men to lead them. 
Many of the police force are on the sick list 
as the result of fatigue, injury and ex posure 
in keeping the crowds in check and the con­ 
stabulary left to itself is really less able to cope 
with the mob than it was a week ago. 
The 
city polico authorities have given abundant 
evidence of their apprehension by keeping 
their men continuously on duty since last Sun­ 
day and have signified that they realize their 
crippled condition and inability to meet an 
ex traordinary emergency by consenting to 
accept m ilitury assistance. 
The m ilitary 
guard within the bank of England ha9 been 
doubled, and in event of a continuance of the 
trouble the police will be assisted in rostor 
ing and preserving order by a strong force of 
soldiers who, however, will uw only their 
side arms. All the soldiers in and about Lon­ 
don have been ordered to be in their barracks 
on Sunday , all furloughs having been re­ 
scinded and applications for leave denied.

tentiary on Wednesday, where lie* ha« l ln*en 
placed for security against such nn attack. 
There lias been little fear here of a mob, 
from the fact tlmt those who would be most 
likely to undertake a lynching lived in the 
extrem e eastern p art of the county and Cass 
county adjoining, and their prei» ratiouH and 
excitement were not known in Delphi. 
As u 
consequence, the sheriff took no extra pre­ 
cautions to guard his prisoner, and when thu 
assault was made ho had no one to assist him 
but ono deputy. 
The mob first formed a line in the street 
surrounding the jail to guard against any in­ 
terference from the outside. 
Then, without 
any dem and upon tho sheriff, they ham ­ 
mered in the wooden door leading into ttio 
residence p art of the jaiL 
About tw enty 
men, with handkerchiefs over their faces and 
pis;ols in their hands, then rushed in and de­ 
manded the keys to the jail proper. 
This w as 
refused, and a man with a sledge-hammer 
und cold-chisel began on tho locks. 
Four 
leeks were broken and the doors forced. 
The opening of the lost door by an auto­ 
m atic arrangem ent opened tho lock of the 
cell in w hich Green was confined, so th at 
when they reached tho coll they had only to 
swing open tho door. 
The prisoner, w ho had 
up this time heard tho mob approaching and 
main aiued the coolest demeanor, now boguu 
to cry and to L*» g. 
Ilia cries were piteous. 
In his desperation 
he wrenched off u piece of water-pipe with 
which to defend himself, but four men made 
a bold dash and clutched his arms and throat 
so quickly that ho was unable to do them 
any injury. 
He was then bound and hus­ 
tled otf in a covere I wagon standing ready. 
The mob, which had hy this time gained a 
large number ot recruits, thou starL d south 
across D < r creek. 
Tho wagon was driven so 
lust that those on foot could hardly keep up 
with it. 
A lter crossing tho bridge about 
seventy live wagons, which were in waiting 
th ue, fell into the j recession, and all started 
for M ai nut Grove, about seven miles east, 
and not far from where the m urdered girl 
lived, w hero the lynching probably took 
place, but there is 110 moans ot getting the 
facts at this hour.

Five minutes later, 
however, two men came in carrying with 
difficulty a large blue tin-covered 
trunk 
corded with 
half-inch 
rope which con­ 
tained the voluminous record,

the weight of which tho bearers visibly 
staggered. 
Justice Harlan, w hs is the one designated, 
by the supreme court for cases in tho Illinois 
district, shortly made his appearance, and, 
after calling for order, proceeded at once to 
tho business in hand w ithout w aiting for a 
formal presentation of the case by the coun­ 
sel for the Anarchists. 
He said in effect that 
an early decision w*as advisable of th*3 ques­ 
tions presented and such a decision could be 
facilitated if the case was a t once taken to 
the supremo court without the intervention 
of argum ents 
before 
separate 
justices. 
If he should hear the case and

a w rit, 
the whole 
court 
would

tho appellants could go before each of the 
justices in turn until they found one who 
would grant their application, or on the con­ 
trary found th at none would.

shall not bo a cause of challenge that a juror 
has read in the newspapers an account of the 
commission of tho crime w ith which tho 
prisoner is charged, 
nor shall 
the fact 
that a 
juror lius 
formed an 
opinion 
or 
impression 
based 
upon 
rum or 
or 
newspaper articles disqualify him if he shall 
state ui>on oath th at he believes he can fairly 
ami im p artially render a verdict in accord­ 
ance with the law and evidence, and the 
court shall be satisfied of tho tru th of such 
statement. 
Gen. P ryor said th at the jury 
which tried his clients was organized under 
this statute, and ho m aintained th a t the 
statute was in conflict w ith tho Federal con­ 
stitution and w ith the constitution of Illinois, 
and that it operated to deprive the accused 
of tr al by an “im p artial ju ry;” th at 
it 
abridge« ! the privileges and im munities of the 
accused as citizens of the United States, and 
that it deprived them of life, liberty, etc., 
without due process of law*. 
A rem ark made by Grief Justice W aite to 
Mr. Pryor, during the course of the latter’« 
argument, th at the only question for the su­ 
preme court to consider is the validity of the 
Illinois statute p rescribing qualifications for 
jurors, is taken to indicate th at the court 
will consider only th at one point. 
The court 
directed Mr. Pryor to have printed at once 
tho parts of the record which represented 
these questions, and have the printed copies 
ready for submission to the court as soon as 
possible. 
F urther directions, if necessary, 
would, the chief justice said, bo given on 
Monday next. 
The grounds of the appeal are more fully 
developed by the position of Mr. Tucker. 
Hu 
relies largely upon tho provision of tho four­ 
teenth am endm ent to tho constitution, that 
“no state shall make or enforce any law which 
shall abridge tho privileges or immunities of 
citizens of the U nited ¡States, nor shall any 
suite deprive any person of life, liberty, or 
property w ithout due process of law, nor de­ 
ny to any person w ithin its jurisdiction the 
equal protection of the laws. ’ 
In the opinion of Mr. lueker tnis provision 
of the constitution is violated in m any im ­ 
p ortant respects by the state laws and judi­ 
cial practices under which the Anarchists 
were condemned.

since which time it has gradually de­ 
clined 
to twenty to 
one.—Je w el ry 
News.

lowance of hay, and on this they have ! 
to subsist while in the barren district, 
and to work until their skins cover 
nothing but bones, and the emaciated 
beasts sink beneath their load. 
Then 
it is considered advisable to send them 
away for a short time to a pasturage in 
oae of the watered valleys, in order 
that they may recover their strength.

“In the Antilles a lizard very often is 
the piece de resistance at "a native 
feast, yet they will not touch the tooth­ 
some young alligator. 
Tho manatee’s 
tail is a staple diet in Honduras. 
This 
is not bad eating. 
“At the Falkland Islands a gourmet 
can enjoy a new sensation by eating a 
sea lion’s tongue. 
It is excellent, but 
it must be fresh. 
Trinidad prides 
itself on alligator and turtle eggs. 
The 
best place, however, for everything 
relating to turtle (next to Fulton Mar­ 
ket) is the Isle of Ascension. 
There 
they are bred, fed, and from there ex­ 
ported. 
“The Japanese are fond of flying fox. 
The desert of the Chinese 
middle 
classes consists of melon pips, the scar­ 
let aud yellow varieties being grown 
solely for their seed. 
“Out in Central America, the stately 
enrassou and the sober 
ijiiam , both 
large birds, are diligently hunted as

MAN AND HIS JACK KNIFE. 


A P ecu liar C o llectio n o f Itiaclea In th e 
N atio n al M use um . 
Pro fesso r Otis Maso n, o f the» Natio nal 
museum, made an appeal to the public at 
large the o ther day fo r an Eighteenth 
century jack knife. 
That evening, be­ 
fo re the pro fesso r finished his dinner, n 
gentleman bro ught to his ho use a rusty 
and bro ken o ld knife dug up o n the 
battlefield o f Tico ndero ga—fo und side by 
side with the Hint blade o f an Indian 
knife. 
Yesterday so me o ne. signing the 
name o f Benjamin Franklin, sent the 
pro fesso r the knife with which, it is 
claimed. Franklin fashio ned the sticks 
fo r his kite. 
It is no t a jack knife, but 
a penknife o f very mo dern manufacture, 
having, as so me mo dern po cket knives 
have, a little pair o f scisso rs in it, in place 
o f o ne o f the blades. Ano ther gentleman, 
who se o fficial jxwitio n has given him o p­ 
po rtunity to make such co llectio ns, has 
pro mised to give the museum, no t a jack 
knife o f the Eighteenth century, but a 
co llectio n o f Asiatic knives. The Tico n* 
clero ga knife is rusted and the blade is 
bro ken. 
It was a lo ng, slender knife o f 
o ne blade, and o riginally the blade turned 
o n a hinge o r spring so tliat the* knife 
co uld be shut, but it is rusted stiif no w. 
Every bo y kno ws what a jac k knife is, 
and there are very few' American bo ys 
w ho have no t o wned o ne. What a great 
museum wants o f a jack knife, tho ugh, 
may puzzle no t o nly the bo ys, but so me 
o f the o ld fo lks, to o . 
Therein lies hidden 
the prime idea o f the Natio nal museum, 
w'hich is so planned and arranged that 
when the grand scheme is fully jier- 
fected it will tell the sto ry o f a man in 
all his relatio ns. 
It w ill tell, in o bject 
lesso ns, lio w he was cradled, what he 
played with when a child, ho w' he 
w'as 
dressed, 
what 
his o ccupatio ns 
in manho o d, 
ho w he went to the 
w'ar, 
ho w' and what he wo rshiped, 
what ceremo nies attended his 
mar­ 
riage and 
funeral. • It will tell the 
sto ry no t o nly o f o ne man, as he is kno wn 
and seen to day o n Pennsylvania avenue, 
but o f primitive man, o f the red man, the 
African, the Esquimau. 
His so cial rela­ 
tio ns and his emplo yments will be illus­ 
trated. 
All things laid under co ntribu­ 
tio n fo r his use o r amusement will have 
full expo sitio n. 
And the jack knife tells 
so mething o f this great sto ry. 
The jack 
knife, Pro fesso r Maso n says, is pro perly a 
knife o f o ne blade. 
It derives its name 
fro m the French Jacques, which is a name 
given to lo w, illiterate fello ws. 
Their 
knives had but o ne blade. 
When a man 
learned to write he had to sharpen his 
pen, and carried a penknife with two o r 
mo re blades. 
To tell the histo ry o f the 
jack knife o r o ne bladcd knife wo uld re­ 
quire a large case in the Natio nal museum. 
Pro fesso r Maso n lias the materials scat­ 
tered abo ut the shelves and drawers in 
his labo rato ry at the Natio nal inuso um. 
He lias the rude sto ne blades o f the 
paleo lithic and neo lithic man, the rule 
savage that lived with the beasts befo re, 
perhaps, Atlantis sank beneath the wave, 
in ages so far back that 
even Hindo o 
chro no lo gy can hardly supply a measure 
fo r the time. 
Then he has a lo ng and 
slender blade o f bro nze fro m Etruria, 
fro m the men who lived and wro ught 
with exquisite skill in Italy befo re Ro mu­ 
lus’ and Remus’ time, and who have left 
beautiful memo rials o f their existence, 
and inscriptio ns which 110 man has ever 
been able to decipher. 
But the mo st 
co mplete part o f the co llectio n is that 
illustrating the Indian jack knife, which 
the Indian used fo r every purpo se. Blades 
o f sto ne, fiint o r slate were bo und upo n a 
hasp o f wo o d o r bo ne. 
The edges were 
chipped o r gro und till they were sharp and 
po inted. Then when the Indian o r Esqui­ 
mau came into co ntact with the white 
trader their knives began to have iro n o r 
steel blades. One Esquimau knife is made 
o ut o f an o ld can o pener.—Washingto n 
Star.

So me o f these imitatio ns are artistically 
do ne; the cry at the o utset o f the f:t, the 
fall and vio lent co nvulsio ns, to gether 
with fro thing at the mo uth and the un­ 
co nscio usness which sho uld fo llo w a real 
attack are well simulated. 
The aliso lute 
insensibility to pain can hardly be imi­ 
tated. 
The French po lice generally de­ 
tect the simulato rs by fo rcing the jxant 
o f the thumb nail under that o f the sus­ 
pected dissimulato r. 
This is actually 
painful to o ne who has his senses, while 
it can do no liarm if the case is o ne o f 
genuine epilepsy. In the real disease, the 
pupils o f the eyes beco me widely dilated 
when the attack begins; the upjier half o f 
the face is very pale; and there is a sho rt 
perio d (a few seco nds) when all the 
muscles o f the bo dy are rigid befo re they 
aro alternately co ntracted and relaxed in 
the fully develo ped fit. 
These sympto ms 
canno t be feigned, 110 matter ho w well 
the simulato r Juts studied the disease.— 
Glo be-Demo crat. 


Tlie First Lightning: Ko d. 
If we are to believe an Austrian paper 
the first lightning ro d was no t co n­ 
structed by Franklin, but by a mo nk o f 
Seuftenberg. in Bo hemia, named Pro ho b 
Diwisch, who installed an apparatus 
June 15, 1754, in the garden o f the cu­ 
rate o f Prenditz (Mo ravia). 
The appar­ 
atus was co mpo sed o f a po le surmo unted 
by an iio u ro d suppo rting twelve curved 
up branches, and terminating in as many 
metallic bo xes, filled with iro n o re and 
clo sed by a bo xwo o d co ver, traversed by 
twenty-seven sharp iro n po ints, which 
plunged at their base in the o re. 
All tlie 
system was united to the earth l>v a 
large chain. 
The enemies o f Diwisch, 
jealo us o f his success at the co urt o f Vi­ 
enna, excited the peasants o f the lo cality 
against him, and under the pretext that 
his lightning ro d was the cause o f the 
great dro ught, they made him take do wn 
the lightning ro d which he had utilized 
fo r six years. 
What is mo st curio us is 
the fo rm o f this first lightning ro d, 
which was o f multiple po ints like the 
o ne which M. Melsu afterward invented, 
—La Lumiere Electrique.
